You will note the extremely large combustion space, giving 
the circular sheet flame as much secondary air at all points of 
combustion as though it were burning in the open and the radi' 
ant cones are so arranged as not to interfere with this combustion. 



Utilization of Heat 



Besides the importance of good combustion and sufficient second' 
ary air and combustion space, it is of great importance that the 
available heat be properly utilized and, for this reason, this 
heater has been designed to and does collect from the flame, the 
largest available amount of circulating heat as well as heating 
by convection and radiation. 

A large amount of air is circulating through the heater tubes 
and drum in close proximity to the flame where it is heated and 
discharged through the top of the heater. In addition, we have 
radiation from the radiants discharged in front, giving that serv' 
ice and pleasing effect which a radiant heater gives, with the 
addition of ordinary radiation given off by other stoves from 
their outer surfaces. 



Properly Directed Heat 

It is especially noteworthy of the L 6? H Gas Heater that the 
flue and floor temperatures are at the lowest points. There is 
practically no floor temperature under the heater on account of 
the heat being properly directed from the radiants against the 
sides and back of the combustion chamber and tubes — no heat 
directed downward. 

The baffling inside the heat drum is so arranged that the heat 
is absorbed by contact with the tubes and drum surfaces, around 
and through which the cold air circulates and the heat is utilized 
instead of being discharged through the chimney.
